“This is surely sufficient power 
in the hands of the Dominion. The 
problem that each province must 
eventually face, is the high interest 
|charge on its over-burdening debt. | 

“Alberta is not able to meet this 
interest charge without borrowing. 


' PREMIER GETS 


| REASONS NOT KNOWN 


| REFUNDING SCHEME 
“It is therefore evident to every- 
}one that a refunding proposition 
must at once be undertaken.

FAR MORE IMPORTANT 

It considers this autonomy far 
more important than Mr, Aber- 
hart’s claim that he cannot sur- 
render Alberta's autonomy. 

The possibility that Mr. Aber- 
hart may default on the maturity 
has been considered, Mr. Aberhart | 
says he will not default but will 
find the money elsewhere.

ADMITTING THE FACT 

Premier Aberhart hit the nail squarely on 
the head in his political address on Sunday, 
when he said “The province cannot borrow it- 
self out of debt.” 

It can’t. It has been trying to do that for 
'| five years, and is now farther in than when it 
started. We have not been able to even pay the 
interest on the existing debt. We have bor- 
rowed the money to meet these claims, and are 
now borrowing to pay interest on the borrowed 
interest money. 


| There is only one way to restore solvency 
and recover control of the provincial finances— 
and only one way to protect the investor who 
has bought our bonds. The interest rates must 
be reduced to a point where they will be pay- 
able—or in one way or another the bond- 
holder must lose part of his capital. There 
isn't any other way out. 

What is true of Alberta is true of the other 
western provinces. They are all in the same 
“boat,” and all due be “sunk” unless the 
debt charges are cut to the actual present rental 
value of money. That is not theory. It is 
demonstrable, and now generally accepted, fact.

Was the Major “required” to give any advice 
during that period, and did he or did he not 
respond? The public do not know, To say that 
he preserved a stony silence from and after May

assertion, and may or may not be true, 

Moreover, to say that the Major, though 
“required” to do so, did not submit any advice of 
any kind until the budget had been framed, and 
then advised nothing more than that it be with- 
drawn, does not make sense. 

What preceded the row over the budget? 
That is what the public ought to know, and 
what they will not know so long as the corre- 
spondence covering that nine month period is 
hidden in the files. 

To accuse the Major of having failed to give 
advice when asked for it, while holding back the 
correspondence that would show whether he 
did or did not do so, is not fair, and certainly 
is not convincing.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

I'm pleased to note that “The Story af 
Louis Pasteur” is being shown in Edmonton 
during this week. When 1 had no expectation 
that the film would be shown here, I gave a 
little outline of it, and expressed a hope that 
it might come here. And here it is. 

We have had films of sol- 
diers like Clive and Welling- 
ton, statesmen’ like Disraeli, 
bankers like the Rothschilds 
and a sea martinet like 
Captain Wm. Bligh of His 
Majesty's ship Bounty; this 
is the first film I can recall 
that deals factually with the 


Story of a scientist, whose 
work has placed mankind 
under a debt. To many it 
J. S. Cowper will be an introduction to 


bacteriology; to all, it will leave the impress of 
a noble but tragic life, devoted to the relief of 
human suffering. There’s need for many more 
films of the character of “The Story of Louis 
Pasteur.” ; 


Science is in the air in Alberta these days, 
Several readers, despite the warning not to 
get alarmed because our solar system and the 
great sun Vega are hurtling towards each other 
at a speed of 2,000,000 miles each 24 hours, 
have asked how astronomers know these things, 
how can they tell the distance, speed, direction, 
size, heat, etc., of distant stars. 

Stellar science has learned much since the 
middle ages, when belief was held in the cos- 
mogony of Genesis, with its flat earth and 
three-decker world with devils in the cellar, 
humans on the ground floor and angels on the 
top deck, with “the stars also”, being thrown 
in as an after-thought of creations, and the wine 
dows of heaven opening to let in the rain when 
the Deluge came. 

Measuring the distance of a star is very like 
measuring the distance across a river by trie 
angulation. From a base line you extend the 
end angle lines till they meet on an object 
across the river. From the point where they 
meet you measure back a right angle to the 
base line. 

By measuring the angles to a star at six 
month intervals, the astronomer gets a_ base 
line of 186,000,000 miles—the distance across 
the earth’s orbit. Even with such a lengthy base 
line the variation of the angles is so small that 
the nearest star, Alpha Centauri, shows only 
three-quarters of a second of arc of movement. 


This is equivalent to noting the movement of 


an object by one inch at a distance of five 
miles. It makes the distance of Alpha Centauri 
from the earth a matter of 26,000,000,000,000 
(twenty-six trillions) of miles away. The ob- 
servation is considered to be accurate within 
two billions of miles either way, or 1-13,000th 
of accuracy. 

The next nearest star is twice as far away. 
Most of the measured stars are from forty to 
fifty times as far away as Alpha Centauri. Mil- 
lions of them are too far away for measurement 
to record on a meagre base line of 186,000,000 
miles, Eddington says that none of the 
measurements can be out as much as fives 
hundredth of a second—equivalent to an error 
of three-fifths of an inch in fixing the position 
of a telegraph pole by telescope at a distance of 
forty miles. 


The spectroscope is as invaluable to the 
astronomer as to the chemist. A few Saturday 
mornings ago I saw one being used in the Uni- 
versity of Alberta laboratories to determine the 
Vitamin A content of food, indicated in the 
ultra-violet area. The astronomer uses it to 
analyse the light of distant stars and to re- 
veal the movement of stars in the line of sight. 

If the star is coming towards the spectro- 
scope, the spectral lines are crowded towards

the violet end of the spectrum; if the star is re- 
ceding, the spectral lines are crowded toward 
the red end. Modern instruments will measure 
within three-fifths of a mile per second, the 
speed ,of stars approaching’ or receding at rates 
of from ten to fifty miles a second. 

By studying the spectral lines of a star, and 
noting that the lines shift periodically back and 
forth without regard to the earth’s movements, 
the astronomer is informed that the star in 
question is revolving in a mutual orbit with 
some other star. Very frequently, the star whose 
presence is thus indicated, and whose size and 
weight can often be estimated, is a dark star 
entirely invisible to the telescope. There are 
millions of these dark stars in the universe, 
whose presence can only be made known 
through the science of the astronomer.

Protein Combinations 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Protein foods furnish the most important 
material for building and repairing the body 
cells. When more protein is used than is neces- 
sary for just this, the remainder may be con- 
verted into energy. The most important pro- 
teins are the lean muscular parts of animals, 
fowl], and fish; also milk, nuts, 
cheese, and the legumes, 
Some of these are a little 
more difficult to digest than 
others, the most easily digest- 
ed being the almost pure pro- 
teins, such as lean meat and 
skimmed milk. The more dif- 
ficult ones are those which 
are mixed with other food 
substances, such as the nuts, 
some of which contain large 
quantities of fat and some 
also large quantities of starch. 

The protein parts of these foods are not di- 
gested in the mouth any more than they are 
with the dog or other carnivorous animals, It 
is a good plan to chew meat well, not because 
it is thereby mixed with saliva, but because 
the chewing breaks the meat into small par- 
ticles so that it can be better acted upon by the 
stomach’s digestive fluids, and also because the 
latter are stimulated to flow by the agreeable 
flavor of the meat when you are chewing it. 

When protein food enters the stomach, it 
soon mixes with the gastric juices which are 
prepared by Nature to take care of proteins 
only. If starches are used at the same meal with 
proteins, they only interfere with the digestion 
of the meat, fish, or other proteins. If too much 
starchy food is taken at the same time, it only ’ 4 :

Sings Farewell 
'To Great Opera 


NEW YORK, March 31,—Lucrezia 
Bori sang her farewell to opera at 
the Metropolitan Opera House last 
night, ending a career of 28 years, 

It was an occasion of glamour and 
sentiment. The entire personnel of 
the “Met” association joined with 
a distinguished audience in honor- 
ing the woman who has done more 
than any one else in the company 
that the institution might live. 

Edward Johnson, general man- 
ager of the company and for more 
than a decade her companion be- 
hind the footlights, summed up the 
feeling about Miss Bori in the fol- 
lowing words on the last page of 
the program: 

To Lucrezia Bori 
As a friend—most understanding 
As a woman—adorable 
As a colleague—ideal 
As an artist—irreplaceable 

Even this final performance had 
as beneficiary the cause nearest to 
Bori's heart. The proceeds, which 
amounted to about $16,000, went, 
at the soprano's request, to the fund 
to maintain Metropo.itan opera. She 
and her colleagues contributed their 
services 

Miss Bori sang only twice during 
the evening—at the beginning and 
the end. First she apeared in the 
second act of “Traviata” as the Vio- 
letta. At the conclusion she was the 
pleading, irresistible Manon in the 
St. Sulpice scene of Massenet’s 
opera

Growing Power 


Of Industry 


The first sign of} 
the growing power of industry was 
the success of the industrialists in 
hanging on to a measure of tariff 
protection in 1832 despite the attack 
of farming South Carolina upon a 
tariff of “bounties to classes and in- 
dividuals.” The second was the in- 
crease in the value of capital in- 
vestments in railroads, commerce, 
and city real estate which, by Lin- 
coln’s time, exceeded the value of 
all the farms and plantations be- 
tween the two oceans 

Thenceforward indusiry won 
every engagement. But not only did | 
it win. It also imposed upon the 
country in the process an economic 
partition of the most curious kind, 
In effect, to adopt a form of speech 
now current, industry set up for 
itself an “economy of scarcity,” 
separate from the national econ- 
omy, leaving agriculture, with the 
vast rich virgin west to grow into, 
to practice an “economy of plenty” | 
by itself. U. S, industry, its mar- 
kets protected by tariffs and its | 
prices raised by an artificial scar- 
city, lived one kind of life And | 
U. S. agriculture, its market the 
world and its price lowered to meet 
the world’s competition, lived an 
other. 

For a certain length of time, a 
time longer than might have been 
thought possible, the national schiz- 
ophrenia thus created maintained 
its precarious balance.

The AAA, as all the world has 
been told, was an attempt to re- 
move that disadvantage. Now to un- 
derstand the significance of the 
great victory of January 6, 1936, it 
is necessary to understand wherein 
the AAA differed from previous 
agricultural proposals. Farmers had 
been organized since 1867 and had 
been well organized for years, but 
prier to the twenties farm organ- 
izations had confined their demands 
to such valuable but limited reliefs 
as rural free delivery, land-grand 
colleges, federal experiinent stations 
and a few police measures like the 
Interstate Commerce Act, aimed at) 
taming the devil of monopoly. Be- | 
ginning in the twenties, however, 
they had changed their tune. They 
had begun to ask not for handouts 
at the kitchen door but for the 
kitchen itself. Specifically they 
wanted to get inside the economy of 
scarcity which industry had built. 
Their first suggestions looking to 
government dumping of surplus 
farm products abroad and govern-| 
mental aid in price jacking at home 
were frowned on by enlightened 
industrialists, who had now decided 
that an economy of plenty was the 
thing (especially for farmers), and 
vetoed by President Coolidge, who 
disapproved of taxes “for the spe- 
cial benefit of particular groups” 
(unless such taxes were industrial 
tariffs). But the farm leaders were 
obstinate. They kept on warming 
their propaganda. And they eventu- 
ally hatched the program accepted 
by Mr. Roosevelt.

What that means, as any Republi- 
can Congressman could have told 
the AAA victors without moving 
his feet from his desk, is that their 
great industrial victory is apt to 
prove a great industrial defeat.

And the upshot is that, 
regardless of the outcome of the 
election, the federal government, | 
which means the federal taxpayer,| 
will pick up the farmer where the} 
Supreme Court set him down and 
carry him considerably higher than 
he was carried by the AAA. The| 
court may offer objections again; | 
it undoubtedly will. But American | 
history indicates that groups strong 


} enough and stubborn enough to keep 


coming back (state insistence upon 
taxing income from copyrights for | 
example) often find that unconsti-| 
tutionality is not an unalterable at- 
tribute. 

Proof of the soundness of these 
assumptions was provided within 
ten days of the decision. The ad-| 
ministration, with the suggestion | 
that its powers under the Soil Con-| 
servation Act were adequate to re-| 
store most of the AAA machinery, | 
served notice that it proposed to 
give the farmer about what he had/ 
been getting regardless of “the six) 
old men.” And on January 16 the! 
outstanding figure in the Republi- 
can party, Mr. Hoover, informed 
8,000 citizens of Lincoln, Nebraska, 
that the Republicans, if he had his 
way with them, would meet that 
bid. The Republicans, remembering | 
their own farm board experiences, 
had hoped to make their campaign 
in the farm belt by attacking the 
follies of the AAA without pro- 
posing a substitute. With the AAA 
gone, they were obliged to produce 
an affirmative proposal of their 
own. Mr. Hoover's was direct and 
to the point. Instead of persuading 
the farmers to grow less wheat by 
paying them to grow less wheat, as! 
the Democrats had done, Mr. Hoo- 
ver would persuade the farmers to} 
grow less wheat by paying them to} 
grow more beans. 


Difference Is 


Considerable 


The difference, Mr. Hoover ex- 
plained to the citizens of Lincoln, 
was considerable, What will impress 
the more cynical citizens of the Re- 
public, however, is not the differ- 
ence but the similarity, Under both 
proposals the farmer is to be per- 
suaded to grow less of the crops of 
which he now grows too much, and 
unnder both proposals the farmer 
is to be offered tax money as a 
means of persuasion. That fact 
somewhat obscures the difference 
between Democratic payments for 
acres of wheat the farmer does not 
grow and Hoover payments for 
acres of wheat the farmer does not 
grow because they turn out to be 
beans, The substantial and all-im- 
portant fact in the whole matter is 
that the only living Republican ex- 
president agrees with the Demo- 
cratic president that the taxpayers 
of the nation should take on the 
farmer's problem. It does not, of 
course, follow that the Republican 
party will adopt the Hoover sugges- 
tion. The Republican party will 
have as little to do with Mr. Hoover 
in 1936 as it decently can. But any- 
one who believes that the Republi- 
cans with their history of Cappers 
and Lowdens and other agrarians 
will offer the 15,000,000 farm votes 
less than Mr. Hoover offered them, 
which is to say, less than the Demo- 
crats have offered them, is out of 
touch with what might be called the 
political realities. 

So far as the next administration 
is concerned the outcome of con- 
flict is clear enough. The farm 
problem is tied around the national 
taxpayer's neck for four years to 
come whether Mr. Roosevelt's suc- 
cessor is a Republican or himself. 
Four years, however, is a short time, 
The albatross can be carried in 
whatever stage of metamorphosis 
for four years. The real question is 
not of four years but of ten—or 
forty, Once the taxpayer has actu- 
ally faced the fact that he is now 
in farming to the elbows he will ask 
himself; how long? Is the farmer 
to live, in part at least, at the pub- 
ic expense from this time forward? 
If not, how long is he going to live 
80?

Farmer Cannot 


Save Himself 

But it is not necessary to turn to 
such extreme cases to prove that 
the farmer cannot save himself 


from falling profits as the indus- 
trialist theoretically can. In indus- 
try falling prices are usually fol- 
lowed by contracted production, 
which sooner or later is followed, 
according to the economists, by a 
scarcity of the article, which eventu- 
ally is followed, in theory at least, 
by a rise in price. In agriculture, on 
the other hand, the process moves 
in the opposite direction, 

The farmer's heavy costs are his 
fixed costs—taxes, interest, depre- 
ciation on his equipment, and the 
like; his operating costs are little 
larger for a big crop than for a 
small, Consequently the farmer's 
minimum crop is fixed by the 
necessity of meeting his overhead, 
Consequently he tends to grow 
more if prices are low than if prices 
are high, since it will take more 
wheat at a low price per bushel to 
pay his interest than it will at a 
high price. Consequently falling 
farm prices are not self-correcting 
as are falling industrial prices; on 
the contrary falling farm prices tend 
fo go on falling in a downward 
spiral. 

If then, it is taken to be true that 
American small-unit agriculture is 
a one-way contrivance without a) 
reverse gear, and if changes in the) 
mechanism can be made only at 
the general taxpayer's expense, and | 
if the only exit from the difficulty | 
which will relieve the taxpayer of | 
his load is the exit by way of ex- 
panding markets, then it remains!

the furthest productive limits to which any plant can be pushed 
and can also determine the means by which that limit can be 
reached, “We now know exactly what must be done to confer 
maximum fertility on the soil—any soil, and that the compon- 
ents of maximum fertility are the same for any and ali soils. 
A poison-free, moist soil that contains more than eight units 
of each of the indispensables will produce the maximum yield 
of any vegetable that grows, whether pansies or bananas. There- 
fore, since we know how to bring any soil to the limit of fer- 
tility, we know how to obtain the ultimate yield of any agro- 
type and we further know .that if we are in command of the 
necessary materials and have previously measured the quan- 
tities of life resident in our agrotypes, we can calculate with 
sufficient accuracy, beforehand, what the result will be.’ The 
application of all this to the European markets for American 
agriculture is startling enough. Mr. Willcox estimates that 
Great Britain, which is now unable to supply food for her popu- 
lation of 45,000,000, could, with the application of agrobiological 
principles, “keep alive 612,000,000 Britons at the lowest admis- 
sible level of comfort” and could easily support her present 
opulation in luxury. Germany, Italy, and even overpopulated 
Sepan could do the same thing.

European agriculture may 
not justify itself economically but 
of its political justification there 
can be no question. One need not 
share the “agrobiological” enthusi- 
asm of Mr. O. W. Willcox (see Ap- 
pendix, page 140) to share his be- 
lief that the countries of Europe 
can and doubtless will become con- 
tinuously more self-sufficient so far 
as their basic food requirements are 
concerned.

Question Is 


Narrowed 

The whole question of the ability 
of American agriculture to regain 
its feet by the discovery of new 
and expanding markets narrows 
down, therefore, to the prospect in 
the domestic field. What likelihood 
is there that the American market 
for agricultural produce will expand 
and keep on expanding? Along 
about 1914 that question would have 
been answered with considerable 
optimism, for the 1900-14 period 
saw a truly remarkable increase in 
domestic consumption. Despite the 
collapse of the export market, to 
which we have already referred, 
farm prices soared. They rose twice 
as fast as the general commodity 
price level for the period, carrying 
the value of farm properties up 
with them so rapidly that by 1910 
the aggregate was about twice the 
1900 figure. 

Unfortunately, however, the fac- 
tors which produced this result in 
the years before the war now no 
longer operate. What was happen- 
ing between 1900 and 1914 was an 
enormous increase in the urban 
population as a result of immigra- 
tion. Today the flow of immigra- 
tion is not only reduced to a trickle, 
but even the natural population in- 
crease is gradually levelling off. 
Where pre-war prognosticators saw 


1914, bacon from 650,000,000 pounds 
in 1898 to 152,000,000 pounds in 1910, 
wheat from 235,000,000 bushels in 
1902 to 146,000,000 in 1914 (having 
averaged about half that in 1910 
1911 and 1912), corn from 213,000,- 
000 bushels in 1900 to 11,000,000 
bushels in 1913. That exports of 
cotton and tobacco continued to rise 
throughout the period only serves 
to empasize and explain what was 
taking place. Cotton and tobacco 
are practically noncompetitive with 
European agriculture and faced, at 
the time, little competition from the 
new agricultural countries of South 
America and the Pacific. 

This then was the situation at ee 
outbreak of the war. And it was the 
situation which re-established itself 
once the abnormal war demand for 
foodstuffs subsided. Is it a situation 
which can now be changed? Can 
the happy days of American agri- 
cultural supremacy in the markets 
of Europe be recovered? Those who 
think so delude themselves and 
their compatriots. To begin with, 
the nineteenth-century European 
honeymoon was the effect of tem- 
porary and irrevocable causes. Only 
so long as America desperately 
needed manufactured goods and in- 
dustrial capital while Great Britain 
desperately needed cheap foodstuffs 
was the interchange possible, When 
America was able to provide her 
own manufactured goods, exports 
of agricultural products fell off. 
When America changed from a 
debtor to a creditor nation agricul- 
tural exports, save for cotton and 
tobacco and a few minor products, 
all but stopped, They cannot be re- 
vived unless and until a new kind 
of super-industrial revolution takes 
place and takes place first in Eur- 
ope—and not even then unless that 
revolution is accomplished by a 
modification or reversal of the debt 
position.

Moreover, with its declining rate, 
population growth is not likely to 
| cure that situation in the future. On 
the contrary it is apt to aggravate 
it. American agriculture has been 
chiefly remarkable in the past for 
its ability to keep up with one of 
the most astonishing population in- 


| surplus for export into the bargain. 
It will have no difficulty keeping 
well ahead of the population in- 
crease now foreseen. Various factors 
will even increase its ability to do 
so. To begin with, the farm popu- 
lation growth will not fall off as 
fast as the city population growth; 
farm families are found to produce 
about twice as many children as the 
families of large cities. Secondly, 
technological and agronomical ad- 
vances will continue to increase the 
productivity of agriculture. 

And, finally, shifts in consump- 


attention to ice cream and other 


dairy products requiring large 
acreage, will hardly increase the 
demand upon the farmer.

shifts are largely changes from the 
energy-producing foods tradition- 
ally eaten by the manual laborer 
to other foods more suitable to a 
nation of white-collar workers and 
machine tenders.

And that is not 
all. 


The machine takes its toll else- | 


where. By supplanting the oat- and 
hay-eating horse as a plow puller 
on the farm it has retired some 
25,000,000 acres to a kind of tech- 
nological unemployment which may 
be fairly permanent. Although the 
mechanization of the farm dates 
from only about 1919, the number 
of tractors on the farm rose from 
about 150,000 in that year to almost 
1,000,000 ten years later and the 
corresponding drop in mules and 
horses exceeded 5,000,000. This fact, 
plus the fact that “the population 
of the country in 1940,” in the words 
of Professor A. E. Taylor, “will in- 
gest no more and will probably 
waste less than the population in 
1930," indicates that the general 
consumption trend is toward de- 
creased acreage requirements. 


Market Is 
Inadequate 


There seems then to be little 
doubt that the domestic market at 
the present per capita rate of con- 
sumption is inadequate to the farm- 
er's producing abilities. Certain 
observers, however, argue that per 
capita consumption can be stepped 


chasing power, The National Sur- 
vey of Potential Product Capacity, 
for example, discovered not a sur- 
plus but an actual shortage of need- 
ed agricultural products even in the 
peak year.1929. Taking a dietary 
standard suggested by the depart- 
ment of agriculture the authors of 
the survey estimated that, had the 
entire American nation lived at the 
standard level, there would have 
been a shortage of 77,000,000,000 
pounds of milk, 14,000,000,000 eggs, 
2,000,000,000 pounds of beef, etc. The 
figures are arresting, but they do 
not tell the whole story, The diet 
in question is a diet suggested by 
Dr. H. K. Stiebeling of the depart- 
ment as the most generous of four 
dietary levels running from “re- 
stricted” up to “liberal.” Differences 
in the diets are largely in the use 
of such “luxuries” as milk, eggs, 
and lean meat. Dr. Stiebeling's es- 
timates of the acreage increase 
necessary to give the American 


the diet they actually ate in 1927- 
31 are not, however, very encour- 
aging to the farmer. She calculates 
that the liberal diet would require 
2.1 acres per capita as agains! 19 
actually required to grow food con- 
sumed in the U. S, in 1927-31.

Conclusion 
| * 
Is Obvious 

The conclusion is obvious. If nei- 


ther dietary changes nor population 
trends will increase the domestic 
demand more rapidly than Ameri- 
can agriculture can increase its pro- 
ductive capacity, and if the Euro- 
pean markets, which formerly con- 


sumed the American agricultural 
surplus, are now lost to American 
} farmers, then American farmers 


face, throughout the foreseeable fu- 
ture, a constricted market 

| And the conclusion from that con- 
clusion is equally inescapable. If the 
American farming system is incap- 
able of adapting itself to the neces- 
sities of constriction and limitation 
then either the American farming 
system can be allowed to fall into 
economic anarchy with all the risks 
therein involved or the govern- 
ment—which is to say, the nation 
| as a whole—can carry it. Obviously, 
given the 15,000,000 farmers’ votes 
the government will take over 

| The farm problem, in other word 
is the nation’s problem for a long 
time to come, and the payment of 
subsidies out of general taxes will 
continue in whatever form the em- 
barrassment of the Supreme Court 
makes possible. The only possible 
escape from that conclusion, short 
of a fundamente!l change in the 
whole system, would be a European 
war. A Furopean war would reduce 
the farm problem in America to 
| nonsense—for as many years as the 
| war demand lasted and for no 
longer. 

Viewed in this light it becomes 
fairly apparent that those who talk 
about “successful” farm programs 
use the word “successful” in the 
wrong sense. A successful farm pro- 
gram, meaning a farm program cap- 
able of restoring the farmer to his 
pre-wgr economic independence, is 
not before the people. No one has 
yet produced one and no one, so 
long as the underlying conditions 
are what they are today, is apt to 
produce one. Success in connection 
with a farm program means some- 
thing very different. It means a 
plan which will operate to make 
the uneconomic status of agriculture 
| endurable both to those who pay 
| for it. It means, that is to say, a 
plan which will make farming “as 
a way of life’ supportable to the 
farmer without crushing the gen- 
eral taxpayer in the process.
